funeral will probably be held Thursday 
afternoon. Mr. Benjamin had resided in 
this city for a number of years. 
He was 


married twice. His first wife and chil- 
dren are dead. He did not live with his 
eecond wife.

Yellow Fever is Held in 


Check and Southern 


Cities Now Feel 


Easier. 


New Orleans, Sept. 8,—The Louisiana 


board of health is today ia full control of 
the yellow fever situation. With pertect 
arrangements made for the prompt re- 
port of either yellow fever or suspicious 
cases, up to 10 o'clock today there had 
not been a single case reported to the 
board. 


The authorities frankly declare that 


there will be no more sickness of virulent 
type unless imported. In spite of the 
New Orleans clean bill of health, y et every 
town in Louisiana and Missippi continued 
to declare quarantine against people from 
this city. 


In this city, however, confidence has 


entirely returned. It is confidently be- 
lieved that immunity from yellow jack 
for eight or ten days will move Mobile 
and the Mississippi and the Louisiana 
towns to tear down their barriers.

was raised. Windham county hunters 
probably have no serious predilections 
against such exhilarating sport, and will 
use the opportunity as fully as anyone. 
The tendency in the southern part of the 
state is to think deer can be found only to 
the north, in Essex, Orleans and some 
parts of Caledonia counties, and it is un- 
doubtedly true that they are more abund- 
ant there than they are here, chiefly be- 
cause so many have been driven over from 
Maine and New Hampshire, where open 
seasons permit hunting every fall. Few 
of the visitors would stray as far south as 
this and whatever there are here are the 
natural increase or' the few that existed 
previous to prohibiting hunting, to which 
can be added very many strays from 
northern forests. 


Deer are timid, but not wild, in the 


sense that they bide from men, If not 
hunted they become tame and will go to 
and from the barn with cattle, as occurs 
every day in some parts of the state, and, 
indeed, they seem to prefer to be near 
clearings and buildings if possible. When 
shot at and hunted with doga they retire 
into the depths of the forests, rendering 
successful pursuit almost impossible un- 
der existing laws. This will be beneficial 
to sportsmen, however, because it will 
prevent extermination or even frighten- 
ing away. A month for hunting without 
the aid of dogs, and the prohibiting one 
man killing more than two full grown 
animals with antlers, the prevention of 
hutting with jacks, or of shooting with 
anything but a riflle should be strictly re- 
garded by all true sportsmen, and any vio- 
lation of the law should be promptly re- 
ported. Deer hunting is a noble sport, 
restricted so that hunting does not degen- 
erate into slaughter, and this last must be 
prevented at all events. 


Every hill town in Windham county 


which has forests more or less unbroken 
with clearings should furnish abundant 
sport to satisfy any one. Whitmgbam, 
Wilmington, Halifax, Dover, Stratton, 
Wardsboro, 
^Jamaica, 
Londonderry, 


Townshend and Wiudham all have upland 
forests, broken by clearings, with occu- 
pied or unoccupied farms, which are the 
matural haunts of deer 
There should be 


reasonable sport in anyone of the towns, 
increasing as the top of the mountain is 
fj-eached where there is more forest and 
{•olitude than are found lower down. 


These forests extend into Bennington 
county an the west and Windsor and 
Rutland counties on the north, furnishing 
all together more than ordinary attractive 
hunting grounds. 


Without any especial authority for it 


the writer has an opinion that deer can be 
found in the northern part of Berkshire 
county in Massachusetts. The hills, moun- 
tains and forest are continuous and there 
would seem to be no good reason why 
they should not stray over the line to 
those woods. Though somewhat familiar 
with the Berkshire hills, the writer has 
never seen any indications of deer, but 
that may be merely the accident of local- 
ity, ratherthan because none exist. 


This part of Vermont will be attractive 


to hunters from the western parl of 
Massachusetts. It is easily reached, dis- 
tance, comparatively speaking, being 
nothing. Practically all the towns have 
adequate transportation facilities, even to 
the very forests. From Brattleboro, the 
Brattleboro and Whitehall railroad will 
take passengers into the most densely- 
covered portions of the county, dropping 
him anywhere up us far as Londonderry. 
At the latter town he is in the midst of 
the deer territory. There are thick for- 
ests, with occasional lakes here and there 
in the wilderness. A few farms have been 
redeemed, but generally, aside from the 
valleys of the streams, the region is well 
wooded. 


Passable hotel accommodations can be 


found in all the towns, and nearly all 
have liveries where teams can be secured 
at reasonable figures, with numerous 
young men who will serve as guides for 
small compensation, if desired. 


It would probably be better to go in 


parties of two to six and camp on the 
mountains. 
The month of October in 


Vermont is inviting and will not be cold 
enough to be uncomfortable. There are 
plenty of springs and streams for water, 
with sheltered woods where camps can 
be 
conveniently 
pitched, 
and un- 


questionably the greatest enjoyment of 
the sport can be realized in this way. 


The writer recalls a cammng trip in 


Londonderry some years ago, which sur- 
passed in enjoyment any since under- 
taken, and they include long journeys of 
that character in the West and South. 
He is planning such a trip this fall with 
the famous "Derry Mountain" as the ob- 
jective point. If fortunate enough to get 
a deer, it will add zest to tae sport, but 
October on that mountain, with the bril- 
liantly colored, undulating ranges and 
foot hills stretching away on either hand, 
the misty outlines of the Adirondaoks on 
the West, and the low, even ridges of the 
New Hampshire hills on the East, present 
a magnetic, ineffaceable picture to the 
memory. There is wildness, but not the 
oppressive, tiresome wilduess of the Ad- 
irondacks, nor the naked giandeur of the 
White mountains. TheUreea mountains 


have an Individual, indescribable beauty 
and wildness which leads one to love 
them above all other mountains.

EDITORS TRANSCRIPT:—North Adams 


and vicinity was a few weeks ago inter- 
ested in a report that one of Uncle Sam- 
uel's light artillery batteries would go into 
camp at Tyringham, and that the Berk 
shire County Grand Army association was 
making an effort to have them visit the 
northern part of the county at the time the 
association held its annual reunion. It 
would seem to be just to the north part 
of the county to make an explanation. 


Commander Tower learning that a bat- 


tery was to visit Berkshire county took 
the privilege to write Colonel Miller, the 
commander at Fort Hamilton, N. Y., ex- 
tending to him a moat cordial invitation 
to come to North Adams and thus give all 
our citizens an opportunity to see a live 
United States battery, all armed and 
equipped for war. The following letter 
from Colonel Miller explains itself: 


ANGEL I&I/AND, CAI,., July 28,1S97. 


Commander Henry A. Tower, Post 79 


G. A. E., North Adams, Mass. Deal Sir:— 
Your letter of July 21 received and was 
forwarded here to me at San Francisco 
habor, Cal. Had you addressed the letter 
simply to the commanding officer. Fort 
Hamilton, New York harbor, N. Y., the 
commanding officer then 
would have 


opened it and would then have advised 
you about the matter. Now that time is 
short, if I were you, I would suga^oit that 
you write to the commanding officer of 
the battery as soon as the battery arrives 
at Tyringham, giving him the invitation 
you have sent to me. Then if he do'ires 
tovisit northern Berkshire hewill probably 
get permission. In all journeys of troops 
the commander is tied down to specified 
marches and places ot encampments be- 
fore they start on their trip. If there is 
any expense to the government to be in- 
curred, besides that asked for at the be- 
ginning of the march for the same en- 
campment, they cannot accept the invi- 
tation, la the case of your invitation, if 
it will not cost the government anything 
to visit North Adams, the battery com- 
mander conld no doubt get permission to 
march up to your place and participate 
in the "field day." You wiite to him and 
he will tell you what he can do. Address 


him not by name but as "Commanding 
Officer of Light Battery, TJ. S. A., Tyring- 
ham, Mass., or at any other place at 
winch the battery encamps."

Modifying the suggestion of Colonel 


Miller to write the commander of the 
battery when it arrived in Tyringham, 
Commander Tower visited it within 15 
hours after it arrived. 
He found a fine 


canip of regular United States troops. 
It was Light Battery D, 5th United States, 
Capt. Thorpe in command. This battery 
is an old organization and one that was 
well known in the Army of the Potomac 
as one of the old Griffin batteries. It 
was very conspicuous at "Little Bound 
Top" at Gettysburg. 
It has been for the 


past six years doing service In California, 
and was first-East last October. Since it 
arrived it has been located at Fort Ham- 
ilton, N. J. 


Captain Thorpe is an officer who saw 


service all through Hie late war and has 
constantly served in the regular army 
since the war closed. 
He has a fine body 


ot men, numbering about 70, and about 
the same number of horses; four cannon 
with one caisson to eacb gun, also all the 
camp fixtures and baggage belonging to a 
regular light United States battery. In 
reply to an inquiry to Ca,ptain Thorpe if 
he had had an occasion to sight those 
guns and train them upon a body of men 
since the surrender at Appomatox, he 
said "only once," that "once" was after 
the California state troops liad 
been 


driven from Sacramento at the time of 
the great strike a few years ago. The 
guns are breech loading and carry a shell 
weighing 13J pounds four miles, and when 
exploded the shell scatters 500 death deal- 
ing missels. It did not take long to dis- 
perse the mob with those Instruments 
brought to bear upon them. 


This battery took part in the grand inil- 


itarytournament at Madison Square gar- 
den,No w York city, which was such a great 
success- One platoon of this battery are 
spending their three months' furlough 
traveling with Buffalo Bill and handling 
guns for him, which is a great addition to 
to his great show. 


Captain Sharp has promised to visit 


North Adams and vicinity with a view to 
locate with us at next season's outiug,and 
there is no doubt that if he can find suit- 
able ground for practice we can have 
them. The captain informed us that lie 
greatly appreciated our kind invitation, 
but, as he was so late in getting started 
this year, and as it would take so much 
"red tape" to get an order advance on 
northern Berkshire, we decided to give it 
up for this year. After spending half a 
day very pleasantly with the 'boys in 
blue,' who wear a red stripe, we returned 
to northern Berkshire and most grace- 
fully submit our report.
